Ghent ; That the 2 Deputies there with the.r Coun 
cil of State and Finances are gone to them to Con- 


fer with Prince Eugene and the Duke of Maribo- 


rough abour the prefent State of Affairs, and co 
Raile Money to pay the Imperial Army under 
Prince Eugene’s Command. The Letters from Bar- 
cejona advife that General Staremberg was En- 
camp’ near Balaguer, his Army confifting of 


21000 Foot and 5coo Horfe, and that he was Daily 


to be Reinforc’d by the Lroops arrived in ltay ; 
The Letters from Paris, fay that the King has jent 
Orders to all the Country people to take up Arms 
in Picardy 12 Leagues beyond the River Somme, 
to oppofe the Incurfions they apprehend the Allies 
will make after the Surrender of Doway, and has 
fent Orders to Artois to Cut down all the Corn, 
thereby to prevent them from penetrating that way. 
The advices from the Hague are that the Lerrers 
from the Camp before Doway, fay that the Be- 
fiegers at the Lefe attack had p'anted 4 more peices 


of Cannon on the Batteries, by which they had al- 


ready made a Breach in the Town Wall, that they 
were ready to Spring a Mine under the Traverle in 
Cafe they will not quit the fame, and that they 
bad drawn a {mall Line of Communication from 
one Battery to another to fecure the Men going to 


and fro, that the next Day they were to form the 
Ravelins, to that they are almoft affured, thar they 
fhall be Mafters of both thefe Works in 2 or 3 
Days.
